o g e r BABSON’s record as a prophet, either 
politically or as an economist, is not invul­ 
nerable.

S 
o MUCH discussion of pump irrigation has 
taken place in Nebraska a.s a result of con­ 
tinuing drouth that the word of warning issued 
by Commissioner John C. Page, of the United 
States reclamation department, deserves much 
more attention than it is likely to receive. “ The 
history of irrigation by pumping some wells in 
some sections of the west is so tragically eloquent 
tl'.at its lessons must not be overdone.” 
The Star is glad to have this confirmation of 
w’hat it has said on repeated occasions from so high 
an authority as the ranking head of the reclama­ 
tion service. 
Commissioner 
Page 
refers 
to 
no 
specific 
experience. 
The conditions which developed in 
the orange districts of the Sacramento river valley 
in California were referred to in this column 
months ago. 
There the growers for more than 
twenty years depended entirely upon pump irriga­ 
tion. And they were only a short distance from 
the snow-capped Sierras, from whence flowed a 
perpetual source of water through the sands of the 
valley . At the end of twenty years they discovered 
water levels had been decreased from ten to 
twenty feet, and they found it neces.sary to sink 
new wells and to extend piping; and even that 
would not furnish a final solution to their problem. 
They organized an irrigation project to store the 
unruly flood waters of the Sacramento river, 
responsible on several occasions for most destruc­ 
tive floods. 
And that is the situation in Nebraska. A mis­ 
understanding of the ultimate consequences of 
pump irrigation 
in 
draining the 
subterranean 
stores of water, and in lowering water levels many 
feet, without any efforts to store waste water 
and flood waters, would result in more damage 
than any step which could be taken.

’R. BABSON makes one fundamental error in 
. his reference to the farm problem to take a 
backhanded slap at Secretary Wallace. The original 
objective of the triple-A, and its successor, the 
soil conservation program, was not an excuse for 
“ handouts” to the farmers. Their objectives were 
to encourage diversity of production; and to remove 
surpluses which depressed the price level of the 
principal agricultural commodities. Not the least 
oi those objectives was to make it possible for the 
small farmer of 160 acres of land to give a portion 
of his farm needed rest, which embodies a sound 
conservation policy. The farmer’s position is this: 
He was so badly bogged down with debt that he 
had to utilize every acre in the hope of obtaining 
adequate revenue to meet his obligations. 
None of this has been discussed fairly. How 
could it be, with industrial populations wanting 
cheap food, with the people of the cities crying 
for moderately-priced pork and beef and bread? 
How could it be with the majority of the American 
press shrieking against regimentation and control? 
All of the cards were stacked against Secretary 
Wallace, which is not Pcn^nialliF i mrsorf 
Knf 
allace, which is not especially important; but 
they also were stackeji against people w'ho depend 
upon agriculture for a living, which is important. 
The banker cried out against control, and y et 
in his business, which is loaning money, he prac­ 
ticed the most rigid control. The retailer cried out 
against control, y et in his business he practiced 
the most rigid supervision of the stocks of mer­ 
chandise which were on his shelves for sale; and 
if he neglected to do that he took a dirty sock in 
the eye which left him staring at red figures. The 
jobber had complete control of what was in his 
warehouses; and the manufacturer had control of 
his production to the point of suspending operations 
until consumption caught up w'ith production. 
All the way down the line it went, each business 
and each indu.stry, all sheltered behind tariff walls, 
and all in control of production. The newspapers

when they had printed enough copies to supply 
their paid subscribers. If that is not the heart of 
the farm problem, then what is?

Smell is more 
acute—that is, smaller amounts 
of a substance are necessary to 
arouse the sensation of odor than 
of taste.

sensitivity of taste, which is that 
of a grocer’s scale. There is still 
another sense which resides in 
mucous membranes—a sense of 
the 
nature 
of 
substances—and 
this has been compared to a hay

It

parts to be tasted and it takes 
five to ten parts to leave a sting­ 
ing sensation on the inside of 
the cheek. 
Smell with us is not nearly as 
well developed as in the lower 
animals. 
Most of their sense life 
probably is olfactory while most 
of ours is visual. 
Our olfactory 
lobe in the brain has degenerat­ 
ed and deteriorated until it is a 
very small ganglia, while that of 
certain lower animals overshad­ 
ows the entire brain. 
Entry for Disease. 
As a matter of fact, it probably 
would be a good thing if our ol­ 
factory organ continued to degen­ 
erate until it entirely disappeared. 
The nerves of smell come down 
through the small opening in the 
skull at the upper part of the 
nose and through these probably 
a great many infectious diseases, 
.such as 
infantile 
paralysis and 
meningitis, may make their en­ 
trance into the body. This was 
the basis a few years ago of the 
preventive treatment of infantile 
paralysis in which 
these 
nerve 
endings were seared. It did not 
prove successful but we may have 
a more successful method, I un­ 
derstand, in the near future. 


No classification of ixlors has 
ever 
been 
satisfactorily made. 
Henning, 
the 
physiologist, at­ 
tempted to make one which was 
like the spectrum for sight. His 
odors were (1) flowery , or vio­ 
let; (2) fruity, 
or 
lemon; (3) 
spicy, or nutmeg; (4) resinous, as 
frankincense; (5) putrid, as hy ­ 
drogen sulphide, and (6) burn­ 
ing, as tar. 
The sensation of taste resides 
in very complicated nerve cells,

This is 
probably 
also true of

of the tongue first. Babies, of 
course, test it on account of their 
nursing 
necessities.

time 
goes on the distribution of taste 
changes from 
the 
tip of 
the 
tongue to the back of the tongue. 
Primary Tastes. 


That controversy which raged 
on the plains between 1879 and 
the opening years of the decade 
which began in 189 0, a controversy 
which divided Nebraska, cannot 
be 
clothed with its essentially 
human elements. Here were those 
who believed that settlement and 
that breaking the sod meant an 
increasing rainfall in regions pre­ 
sumably arid in character. Theirs 
was a fresh hope and a brilliant 
one. 
It embodied their future. 
They came here, home hungry and 
land hungry. If at the end of long, 
trying and somewhat dangerous 
travel, it was to develop they had 
come to a region so lacking in 
rainfall that crops could not he 
produced, the great migration into 
the west, of which they were a 
part, was futile and tragically 
ghastly. Hope, and hope alone, 
gave eloquence and conviction to 
tongues. There were the qualities 
of the crusade in the efforts to 
establish that more people, more 
farm families, and more cultivated 
acres only could result in an in­ 
creasing rainfall. 


Nobody knows where the taste 
center in the brain is, but it must 
have wide 
connections 
because 
taste, like smell, gives rise to in­ 
numerable associations. 
The primary tastes are sweet, 
salty, sour and bitter. 
Chemists 
have tried to show that there is a 
relation between 
the 
chemical 
structure of different substances 
and sweetness. Sugar, of course, 
is not the only thing that creates 
the sense of sweetness. For in­ 
stance, sugar of lead will do it 
and so will chloroform. 
Taste and smell play a very 
important part in our happine.ss 
and our reactions to the 
world. 
They are closely connected with 
each other and the smell alone 
will arouse a sensation of taste. 
Both, of course, create a stimuli 
in the digestive tract, resulting in 
the pouring out of digestive juices 
and thus contributing to our nu­ 
trition and the physiology of di­ 
gestion. 


History Repeats 


The close student of history will 
be 
amazed 
to discover 
during 
these recent years of drouth and 
of “ black blizzards” how many 
echoes of the earlier period were 
heard between 19 33 and 19 38. The 
most simple, 
accepted, physical 
fact—that of climate and rainfall 
—became the center of controversy 
and monopolized the thought and 
the attention of people in all sec­ 
tions of Nebraska. As a colorful 
part of the spectacle, the rain 
maker had his day, but in the 
main the debate followed schol­ 
arly, scientific lines. There is much 
in it which has been forgotten by 
the people of the plains, and which 
in the case of the younger genera­ 
tion, never came to their attention. 
Such eminent scientists as the late 
Charles E. Bcssey, an outstanding 
world authority in the field of 
botany, and Dr. E. H. Barbour, 
nationally recognized as a geolo­ 
gist, made their contributions. 


And a much larger amount is car­ 
ried away by the streams. The 
arid and the semi-arid lands vary 
from 1,500 to 3,000 feet in eleva­ 
tion. Originally they were covered 
with a turf composed of buffalo, 
grama, mesquite, blue stem, and 
wild wheat grasses which formed 
an excellent natural pasture for 
the immense herds of buffalo, elk 
and antelope, and later for the 
ranch cattle. These lands cannot 
be called agricultural. They have 
a rich soil and w'ill y ield constant 
crops under irrigation or in good 
season when the rainfall is prop­ 
erly distributed, but so long as 
these conditions are beyond con­ 
trol and cannot be supplied, the 
lands do not and will not compete 
with 
the 
more 
humid 
regions 
farther east. If it were desired to 
change 
western 
Nebraska 
and 
western Kansas from a grazing to 
a farming region, the most prac­ 
tical w'ay would be to break up 
every acre of the prairie stxl to 
enable the ground to absorb more 
of the annual precipitation. If this 
were to be done, it would take 
perhaps ten years to saturate the 
sub-soil to a sufficient depth.” 


and as more land li brought under 
cultivation so as to catch and hold 
that much more moisture, and as 
methods of conserving soil mois­ 
ture are understood and adopted, 


OUT soil ought to improve in the 
amount of its moisture, 'fhis must 
not be ccHifused with the idea that 
the amount of our annual rainfall 
increases 
as 
more 
acres 
are 
brought under the plow, all of 
which is a mistake.” Dr. Barbour 
was a strong advocate of pcmds 
made by damming ravines. He did 
not think they would increase 
rainfall through evaporation and 
his advtxiacy rested solely upon 
the fact they would be a source of 
supply for ditch irrigation.

Mov in g in Rev erse 


More recently exactly the oppo­ 
site view has been held. The “ Dust 
Bowl,” which began on the lower 
southwest plains, and ran north 
through sections of Nebraska, was 
attributed largely to the fact semi- 
arid regions, where the soil was 
light, w'ere broken by the plow 
These suggestions that the sub-soil 
might be saturated within a ten 
year period to support a flourish­ 
ing agriculture never were ful­ 
filled. It was never put to the test 
A step behind the plow, turning 
over virgin soil, exposing fresh 
earth, filling the air with a fra­ 
grance of new ground, came the 
disk and the .seeder.

rpH E verdict of the recent November election 
was interpreted throughout the country as an 
expression of opposition to the program of relief. 
Its consequences are unpredictable. In Nebraska 
and elsewhere there is a sharp reduction in relief 
rolls. In this state the quota has necessitated a slash 
oi 2,800. Those no longer on WPA must be absorbed 
by business and industry, if they are to eat. And 
that puts it squarely up to the communities, where 
the outcry has been loud. 
It is to he hoped that the readjustment-affect­ 
ing thousands of individuals will be as painless as 
possible. In much of the country the reduction of 
lelief rolls comes at a season when winter cold 
adds to the difficulties and the problems. The task 
of suspending relief is likely to prove even more 
difficult than that of administering it.

iROM out of tlie sessions of organized agricul­ 
ture, which have been in progress in Lincoln 
this week, comes tlie optimistic prediction that 2 
million acres of land will be devoted to the various 
varieties of sorghums in 19 39 . That would double 
the acreage planted in 19 38. The first results of 
a wide expansion of sorghum acreage were grati­ 
fy ing in the extreme.

estimates during August more than half,

In 189 7 Dr. Bessey, a short,

In 189 6, a summer 
of abundant moisture and gener­ 
ous crops, particularly corn, when 
the largest haiwcst in the entire 
history of the state took place. Dr. 
Barbour concluded a detailed re­ 
port in this fashion: “ The planting 
of trees for fruit or for ornament 
or as windbreaks is to be con­ 
stantly encouraged. As tree plant­ 
ing increases from year to year. 


The initiative of the pioneer, his 
constant struggle with nature, led 
him to plant trees. Millions of 
those trees died when the next 
generation took over and ignored 
or neglected them. And out of that 
came the 
shelter belt for the 
plains, to arrest the force of the 
winds, to catch moisture, and to 
combat precisely the same prob­ 
lem which confronted the pioneer. 
Out of that, more than thirty yeans 
later, came a decision that In the 
interest of conservation, thousands 
and thousands of small ponds were 
constructed upon farms. In the 
years during which the plains 
sweltered in extreme heat and 
crops died for lack of rain, the 
eighties and the nineties in Ne­ 
braska lived again.
